A LONG TRANCE. 


How a Preacher Came Near Being 
Buried Alive. 
{Bridgeport (Conn.) Cor. New York Sun.] 

At the last meeting of the Science Society of 
this city the Rev. Dr. H. N. Powers read an 
account relating the experience of the Rev. 
Dr. Emerson, of Stratford, Conn., who, forty 
vears ago, just escaped being buried alive. 
It was in 1839, ia Michigan, where Dr. Emer- 
son was preaching. ‘'he Doctor was taken iil, 
and,sending for the village physician, was in- 
formed that he had what the doctor called 
‘*chill fever,’? which is generally fatal after a 
few days of illness. Dr. Emerson says: ‘‘I 
was nursed carefully for five days by a lady 
offconsiderable experience in such cases. But 
in this brief period I was twice given up as 
hopelessly ps pw recovery. I had sunk so 
low that, to all appearances, life was extinct. 
After various efforts to ascertain my condi- 
tion the doctor pronounced me dead, and, a3 
many were sick and dying in the neighbor- 
hood, it was arranged that my funeral should 
take place the nextafternoon. When night 
came—memorable of all others in my bistory— 
two young men were selected to sit up with 
the corpse. And toall appearances it wasa 
corpse these young men sat up with. My 
eyes were set, my teeth were locked together, 
mouth firmly closed,and no breathing percep- 
tible. But my hearing was more acute than 
ever before or since, and 80 were all my men- 
tal faculties. The excruciating pain attendant 
on every breath prevented ail sleep or stupor. 
Every word uttered by the young men, who 
watched in an adjoining room, I heard dis- 
tinctly, and many of their words were not 
pleasantio hear. The conversation of the 
family was, on many accounts, unpleasant, 
and, allied as were these to my intense pain, 
iny condition would have beenan extremely 
uncomfortable one had it not been for the con- 
soling presence of Jesus. He, at least, never 
left me. He enabled me to see the past, the 
present and the future. During this time the 
ribald young men were talkiog with great 
impropriety. Atthe close of the interview I 
wes impressed with the tidea that 1 should 
not die, but live, and that inthe morning I 
should be resuscitated by my former nurse. 
And I have always thought this was a revela- 
tion to me directly from God. 

**Early in the merning the villagers came 
to see the family and the watchers and to as- 
sist in the arrangements for the funeral. At7 
o’clock another knock on the door was heard, 
and instantly—before the door was opened—I 
was sure of its being made by my old nurse. 
On enterivg she anxiously inquired concern- 
ing my condition, and, learning it, exclaimed: 
‘I don’t believe he is dead, and I’ll try to re- 
vive him.’ Immediately sue called some of 
the people to help her, collected various stim- 
ulants, applied them all simultaneously to 
cifferent parts cf my body, and all this accom- 
panied by violent rubbing of my whole body. 
rhese efforts were persisted in, notwithstand- 
ipg some remonstrated and the remark was 
often made, ‘You might as well give it up.’ 
But in about halfan hour my eves resumed 
their natura! appearance, my teeth were un- 
lecked, my mouth opened, I began to whisper, 
then tospeak, and all saw clearly that & was 
alive. The news of this wonderful occurrence 
quickly flew through the village and vicinity, 
and the people flocked to see me, and among 
them the doctor, who, with them, praised 
the nurse for her perseverance and success. 
She then related her remarkable experience 
of the preceding night, which had impelled 
her to visit me. In the middle of the night 
she was awakened by 2 dream, ‘that some 
one Was mextreme danger and _ she alone 
could help him.’ Disregarding it she fell 
asleep, but again awoke with the same im- 
pression and in great alarm. She arose,look- 
ed at the clock, aroused her daughter and 
both decided that, as they had heard nothing 
from me fortwo days, and as she had taken 
care of me at the commencement of my ill- 
ness, in the morning she would visit me. At 
daybreak she arose, provided for her family, 
walked two miles through mud and water— 
the effect of arecent rain—and on reaching 
the house was astonished on hearigg that I 
was dead. Of this she was incredulous 
from tbe supernatural impression of her 
dream, and worked zealously upon me, con- 
fident of success. Oninyuiry I ascertained 
that she was startled from her slumbers at 
the same time that I was pervaded with the 
assurance that my nurse would be employed 
to save my life. From that time she contin- 
ued with me, and under her assiduous and 
skilfulcare I gradually regaimed my health 
and strength,and resumed my work of 
preaching the Gospel.’

Jews as Nihilists. 
iSt. Petersburg Letter to the London Times. } 


Since my last letter the accusations against 
the Jews as the instigators aud associates of 
the Nihilists have appeared with redoubled 
intensity inthe Russian press, and particular- 
ly n a certain organ, which, by pandering to 
the appetites of the lower orders, seeks to ob- 
tain aforemost place among its contempora- 
ries. Among the individuais implicated in 
political trials in connection with the Nihilist 
movemént some Jewish names have been dis- 
covered, and as a consequenee the following 
inductions have been drawn: The Russian or 
Christian population of the Empire amounts 
to so maby millions; the Jewish to so many; 
among the Nihilists a much larger proportion 
of Jewsis found; consequently, the Jewish 
element participates inthe Nihilist agitation 
in a much larger proportion to its numbers 
than tbe Russian. This reasoning is vicious, 
and the sophistical arguments of the newspa- 
per statistician have been already refuted’ as 
follows: The rural population of Russia, 
whichis composed exclusively of orthodox 
Russians, without admixture of Jews, num- 
bers 50,000,000 souls. The logician who takes 
this population into account in a calculation 
of the sort may quite as reasonably take a 
step further, and say the 3,000,000 Jews in 
Russia form one-fifth per cent of the popula- 
tion of the globe—i. e., for every 500 individ- 
uals there is one Jew; but of 500 revolutiona- 
ries in Russja there are thirty-five Jews; ergo, 
the Jews are thirty-five times more revolu- 
tionary than the rest of humanity.

The Methods of a Singular Metropoli- 
tan Fraternity. 
{From the New York Herald. ]} 


-**We estimate our losses from shoplifting 
at $10,000 a year,* said one of the proprietors 
of a large east side dry goods and fancy goods 
store yesterday. ‘“‘In the busy hours you can- 
not estimate the nuntber of people that come 
to this store. If you watch them from the 
galleries, they swarm like ants. To gerve 
them we employ between 900 and 1, r- 
sons. Wehave to wateh them all, m- 
ers and clerks alike. On the other hand, it is 
a prime necessity to display our goods, and to 
display them.in such a way as will tempt the 
dishonest. 

**Shop girls are burdened with a reputation 
they don’t deserve, and I hate to say anyjhing 
against them,’’ continued the shopkésper, 
‘for there are girls working for us who bend 
their necks to the yoke of labor only from ne- 
cessity, and whose every instinct and action is 
that ofalady. Butsomeofthe girls formed 
a ring with outsiders, und we discovered them 
selling the best goods and sending up checks 
for a nominal figure, 25 or 50 cents, whenthe 
real price might have been as many dollars. 


We getinformation against the girls some- 


times from customers. For instance, the last 
case was that of a person who wrote that such 
and such alooking girl at such and sucha 
counter was seen ta drop a bill on the floor, 
and send up a Gheck for just so much less than 
the real price. ™ Whenever our attention is 
eer against employes we generally catch 
them. 

*T)o the cash boys steal?’ he was asked. 

**We lose a great deal by boys, both in our 
employ and from outside. You’d be astonish- 
ed if you knew the number of the sons of re- 
spectable people—often little boys—that we 
eatch stealing. Among our cash boys there 
have been some very ingenious thieves. One 
little fellow tore leaves ouf®of his cash book so 
nicely that it was not discovered by the cashier, 
although it might haye been that night. We 
suspected him and took him into a private 
office, where we talked to him earnestly. He 
admitted his guilt, and said he put the money 
in hisshoe. There we found over $14, the 
stealings of only afew hours. Butthere was 
a smarter boy, though I suspect he had adult 
accomplices outside. He carried on his per- 
son a little pad soaked with printer’s ink and 
an exact fac simile of the cashier’s stamp cut 
on the end ofacork. . Whenever he got the 
exact price of an article sold from the sales- 
woman he went away and stamped his cash- 
book, and brought it back us if from the 
cashiei’s desk. 

**Do you cause the arrest of many shoplift- 
ers?’ the tradesman was asked. 

“Yes, agood many, but not all, by any 
means. We don’t disturb persons unless we 
have the most positive proof of their guilt. 
When the articie stolen 1s atrifle we watca the 
woman so as to remember her face, but usual- 
ly do nothing more. Not infrequently we see 
thefts committed by women that we believe 
are not habitually trespassers, but were urged 
on by too strong temptation and poverty. 
Such women we take to a privateroom. We 
tellthem our suspicion. If they confess and 
give us what prove to be their right namey 
and addresses we letthem go. But all this is 
a very delicate matter, and to make a 
mistrhe 18 VelV dangerous. You must 
know that shoplifters are _ generally 
among the best dressed and most respectable 
looking Women that come in our store. I 
stood at the second-story skylight one day 
looking aimlessly down onthe first floor. I[ 
saw two elegantly dressed women putting 
away rolls of silk ribbon. I watched them, 
and there wasn’t any doubt aboutit. I hasct- 


ened down and told the floor-walker.§ He was, 


astounded. I persisted, and he spoke to the 
women. They were violently indignant. As 
they walked toward the door we saw them 
throw the rolls of ribbon among some boxes 
between two counters. We had them fol- 
lowed. They lived in an elegant brown stone 
house in Forty-eighth street. 

‘*Professional shoplifters,’’ continued the 
speaker, “very often wear great cloaks. They 
can put away a good deal under them. By 
raising their folded arms under their cloaks 
they conceal the added size the stolen articles 
givetbem. They have a pocket made in the 
front of their dresses big enough to hold a 
number ef large packages. Why, when we 
unloaded a woman here one day we took out 
ef that pocket all that a good-sized boy could 
carry on his outstretched arms. I remem- 
ber how indignant that woman was when ac- 
cused. 

‘*] was walking through the store one day 
when aclerk toid me he thought a woman he 
was serving had stolen some Leghorn hats. I 
walked up to her and raiged one of her arms 
suddenly. 
You know what Leghorn hats are. They are 
made of a kind of grass and fold close to- 
gether, She had concealed $37 worth. She 
said that she had picked them up on the floor 
and was going to put them where the rest of 
the hats were kept. We arrested her.

one day saw & Woman putting away silk hand- 
kerchiefs. She’d hold one up as if to examine 
it, andthen she’d suddenly passit into her 
other hand andthen intoa bigfront pocket 
with such lightning-like rapidity that the 
detective couldn’t tell what she was 
doing, but he thougbt she was 
them back on the counter. Ile made a 
study ofthe subject and caught her. Shop- 
lifters often steal our valises and baskets, and 
then go around the store filling them up.. We 
know a good many of the profession. We sent 
a man to the trial of Mr. and Mrs. Voikener, 
who were accused lately of an attempt to 
poison Mr. Blair, of Cbhat®am, N. Y. You re- 
member it was said that Mrs. Volkener and 
Mrs. Connolly, who lived with her,were shop- 
lifters. He came back and said that the face 
of the big woman (Mrs. Connolly) was a fa- 
miliar one in our store. 

‘*The*worst thing shoplifters do,’’ he said, 
in conclusion, “is to steal from Our customers. 
They are very fond of taking pocketbooks and 
valises. We woulda great deal rather they 
would stea! from us, for their victims are sure 
to give a store where they are robbed a bad 
reputation. Notlongago a lady who had 
*128 in silver in a valise rested it on the coun- 
ter for a4 moment and it disappeared. She 
found an old-one in its piace. e believed 
that thethieves who took it knew that she 
badthe money, and had followed her for a 
long distance.’’

TALENTED PARROTS. 


Some Birds that Inhabit a New York 
Store. 


| From the New York Sun. | 


In the window of Mr. G. H. Holden’s hirg 
store, just below Twenty-fourth street, on the 
west side of Sixth avenue, two ashen-gray 

arrots with black bills and scarlet tails may 

seen at almost any hour of the day postur. 
ing 1m extravagant positions. The feathers on 
the top of eir heads stand upin a wild 
way. and their eyes are so round and exposed 
that they seem ferocious. Onae of these birds 
can properly whistle *‘Tommy, Make Koom 
for Your,Auntie” and ‘**The Last Rose of 
Summer,” can imitate cats fighting, 
barking, a cock crowing, and a hen cackling, 
and can utter nineteen different sentences, 
The other one is even more talented, has, 
greater command of the English language, 
whistles ‘‘Oh Susannah,’’ pipes like a biue 
jay and a whippoorwill, and can stop and 
back a team of horses. , 

These birds are butitems in an extensive 
tlock ich keep the windows of Mr. Holi. 
en’s shép in a perpetual bricht flutter. There 
is a large aviary containing a whole family of 
Japanese finches and nuns, Jittle creatures 
about three inches in length, which twinkle 
incessantly in arevolving swing, and which 
are as motley and companionable as they are 


. diminutive. A glossy stranger from Singa- 


pore, the ‘‘minor,’’ sits in a solitary cage be- 
neath them. This bird has a scalloped collar 
of bright yellow which overlies his ebon black 
coat and gives to his head the erect appear- 
ance of a pansy. Like the parrot, he has the 
gift of language, and, moreover, his talk has 
the merit of being logical. He is a much 
handsomer and more dignitied bird than hia 
clownish cousin from Africa, which is a 
mimic merely, and incapable of carrying on a 
conversation. His weakness is an inordinate 
fondness for rice, which, indeed, is the bait 
employed to effect his capture. The Indian 
native sprinkles rice on the floor of his hut, 
and jeaves the door open. The minor inevit- 
abiy goes inside, when the native shuts the 
door. This bird has been known to 
say prayers for the children of a fam- 
ily at evening, when the warents were ab- 
sent. He is also eg of vigorous profanity, 
and Mr. Holden had one, not long since, 
which, when visitors bored him, would say, 
**Go to the devil,’’ and even,“Go to the abode 
of the devil.’’ 

The best parrotin Mr. Holden’s place is 
named *“‘Ned.’’ He is a rather decorous par- 
rot, and, as arule, wears an aggrieved loox. 
He can utter thirty diffefent sentences, and is 
able, besicdlee,to whistle tunes, bark, mew and 
trill like a canary. His mate, ‘*Josephine,”’ 
can whistle up a dog, renuer the song, ** What 
will you have to drink’’’ and imitate the de- 
lectable sound of a kiss to perfection. 

The talking birds are imported while young, 
and are put out with trainers to learn phrases 
and tunes. The trainers are generally selected 
for their abiiity to whistle well, and they are 
paid for each word or each bar that the bird 
acquires. Perhaps it is only a coincidence that 
most of the trainers are coachmeh. A pair of 
bullfinches that Mr. Holden has were taught 
by aGezrman furrier, who constantly wore a 
tall hut when he was training thfem. Now, 
when a visitor wishes to provoke their melo- 
dioys utterance, he has only to don a “‘stove- 
pipe” which is kept on hand for the purpose, 
and wave his head gently before the cages. 
One of the pair pipes the German air, “I have

A Visit to the Home of the Deerfield 
Farmer—How He Looks and What 
He Says—Bayard His Pirst 
Choice.

Utica, April 25. 


This busy little city is always a center of 


political interest, as the home of ex-Governor ° 


Seymour, Senator Conkling, Senator Kernan, 
Justice Ward Hunt and other folitical lights. 
Last summer, after Conkling’s shooting ex- 
perience in Rhode Island, every visitor want- 
édto know where the distinguished sports- 
man lived. Now they ask where Horatio Sey- 
mour resides. Mr. Conkling’s home is in the 
heart of the city, and his wife is there always, 
though the Senator himself passes but about 
two weeks of the entire year with her. But 
Governor Seymour does not actually live here, 
though he has an office on Genesse street, may 
be seen daily en our thoroughfares and owns 
ecnsiderable real estate in the city. His tastes 
ae rural, and after the expirationof his sec- 
opdterm as Governor he moved across the 
Mohawk River into the adjacent town of 
Deertield, where he now has a fine farm of 
five bundred aeres, which his wife inherited 
as part of the old Colby grant, of colonial 
days. There he reverses the natural order of 
thingsand grows young insteadof old, and 
there he enjoys the retrospective pleasures of 
a well spent life as few men know how to doit. 

Yesterday morning 1 drove across the Mo- 
bawk and up the Deerfield hills, between 
fields that were green with the budding 
luxuriance of spring, to the modest but most 
comfortable home of Gov. Seymour. It 
stands on a spur of the hill, overlooking the 
city of Utica and the valley of the Mohawk, 
and giving a view twenty miles in extent. In 
front of the house stands a huge black cherry 
tree that is at least a century old, and on either 
side are tall hemlocks, which, said the Gov- 


| ernor, ‘‘would speak Indian, if they could 


talk any tongue,as they stood here when the 
Indians were the sole inhabitants of the re- 
gion.’’ The Governor himself came to the 
welcomed the visitor with that 
chaiming courtesy which is so natural with 
him and so flattering to its regipient. Heis a 
thorough Democrat, in the best sence of the 
word, easily accessible, hospitable and 
sympathetic, and his manners are 
the perfection of a gentleman of 
the old schoo). No one who visits the home 
of the Deerfield farmer (as he delights to cal! 
himself) will fotget the charm of his hospita- 
ble reception. 

Inside, the house is a museum of colonial 
and revolutionary antiquitiss. Carved mantel- 
pieces of -woed, bearing date a century and a 
half ago, antique furniture of ebony and 
mahogany, rare bits of china ard objects of 
vertu, books and pictures gave an air of 
cosey elegance to therooms. Inone corner 
stooiithe tall clock that ticked out the slow 
hours to General Burgoyne when he wasa 
prisoner in the house of General Schuyler. 
Close by was the chairused by Bishop White 
when he was chaplain ofthe Continnental 
Congress,and which had doubtless been occu- 
pied by Washington and his compeers. Some 
famous swords hung on the walls, among 
them the dress sword of Governor Clinton 
and of those sent by King Louis AVI of 
¥rarce for the use of the struggling colonists. 
On the walls ofthe Governor’s library hung 
the commission of his maternal grandfather, 
Major Jenathan Forman,signed by John Han- 
cock, and his certificate of membership in the 
Cinecinnati,: signed by General Washington. 
Beside these hung old deeds bearing fate in

The picture pleaded his 
full excuse for leaving the busy streets of 
Utica and seeking a farmer’s independence on 
these ancestral hills. 

‘*This,”? said the Governor, with a sweep of 
his hand westward, ‘‘is_the greatest valley in 
the world. This valley of the Mohawk is the 
only break in the hills for 1,500 miles, and 
has become the great highway of the nations. 
Inall the mountains of the world, no such 
tide of emigration has occurred as has swept 
through this rift in the mountains.’’ 

When we came indoors mdsat down, he 
added : ‘“*You know it is the privilege of old 
men to moralize, and when I remember how 
we have swept the Indiagout of existence in 
our migration, | sometimes doubt whether we 
have done so wellafterall. I have always had 
great admiration for the red men. They are 
natural orators and diplomatists. The finest 
speeches that were made to me when I was 


| Governor were made by the Iroquois Indians. 


Yet they would not speak except in their own 
language and through an interpreter, though 
they spoke English perfectly well. They re- 
minded ine of Tallerrand,who would not allow 
himself to speak English or be addressed in 
that tongue while he was in Great Britain, 
though he was a fluent English scholar. 

‘*The Indian problemisa difficult one to 
deal with, and so isthe negro problem. The 
colored people are made to be pitied. It 
seems tO mie that when! wasa boy the col- 
ored people were much better off, though 
some were slaves even then. You see they 
were almost the only help in the kitchen and in 
the stable, and their authority was undis- 
puted. A Mobawk farmer would ,dress in 
apy fabric, but his coachman and his horses 
must always be in prime condition. The 
house servants were treated almost as mem- 
bers of the family,and were everywhere re- 
spected. When slavery existed in the State 
the negroes prospered and increased in num- 


bers. Now they ere scattered and gone, and 


no one sems to know what has become of them. 


A few linger in back streets and slum, de- 
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spiced and forgotten. It isa very creat and 
sad change, and what weshall do about it I 
do not know. Ifancy that our Utica people 
will not cut a very handsome figure at the day 
of juégment when they come marching up at 
the head of Port stroet.’’ 


I must pause here and explain. Port street | 


isashort, narrow avenue in the heart of 
Utica, containing about thirty or forty houses, 


filled with negroes of every possible hue and | 
| every variety of degradation. 


Here the ne- 
groes are really forced to live and it is as no- 


torieus and unsavory as used to be the Jews’ | 


quarters in the civilized cities of Europe. 
No white man with any proper respect for his 
nose would venture witMin the precincts of 
Port street, though the spires of half a dozen 
wealthy Christian churches fall across it. 
This much by way of parenthesis. The Gor- 
ernor continued: 

“Some thirty years ago I learned a valuable 
and very practical lesson in philanthropy. 
I had just peen made Governor and naturally 
thought I was a Httle smarter than my pre- 
decessors and must do something to show it. 
There was then a negro prisoner in Auburn 
prison named Jack. 1 do not remember what 
his crime was, but his pardon was asked and

upexeeptionally for twenty-one years. Now 
as I did not know any white man who had be- 
haved himself so long Py eye I 
would pardon Jack, and ldidso. I remem- 
ber that I plumed myself very much, at the 
time, upon my wonderful exhibition of phil- 
anthropy. But I was doomed to be unde- 


ceived, and very speedily. In a few days I 
got aletter from Jack, who wanted to know 


' what he had done that he should be turned 


out of comfortable quarters in the middle of a 
bard winter—adcing that he thought the least 
I could have done would have been to wait 
untilspring. This took me down from my 
bigh horse, and I came to the conclusion that 
there are two sides to every question of phil- 
anthropy. Some of my Abolitionist frrends— 
good men, but narrow in their views—used to 
say of me that I had a white face buta black 
heart, but it never tronbled me, and now lI 
see that they are quite unprepared to deal 
withthe future of the negro in our land. I 
wish it were not so, but we can’t all be prac- 
tical philanthropists.’’ 

I have given these extracts from a long con- 
versation with the Governor, to show your 
readers how keenly alive he is to all social and 
political questions, and how active and strong 
are his mental powers. but words cannot give 


| the forceand grace with which he spoke, and 


the impression he made on the visitor. There 
are no signs of physical infirmity, except a 
slight deafness, which only manifests itself oc- 
casionally, and at the sound of a hesitating 
syllaL.e. He locks scarce sixty years of age, 
though really nine years older. His 
tal! form is erect and stately, his hair 
is scarcely gray, and his clear, hazel eye is full 
of fire. He drives himself into the city every 
day, in all sorts of weather, and is as robust as 
any farmer of his age inthiscounty. All the 
stories sent out in regard to his ill-health are 
political canards, and have no foundation 
whatever. ‘l'o allappearauce he has a lease of 
twenty years of life vet to come,and is actually 
in better health than Blaine, Tilden, Conkling 
or Randall. Having naturally an excellent 
constitution, he has taken good care of him- 
self and the result is seen in his erect form, 
rapid walk and clear, penetrating voice. 

Will Seymour be a candidate, is the ques- 
tion asked by outsiders. Il answer unhesitat- 
ingly that he will not be inthe usual accept- 
ance of the term,but that he wi// not decline a 
nomination if the Democratic party makes 
choice of him for the position. Of this there 
can be no doubt--and Lt use this phraseology 
with a full idea of its significance. He saicd 
to me: **! have no ambition except to be a good 
sdvisor to the Democratic party, whose prin- 
ciples | have always loved.

Anda Suit that It Hnotailed Upon 
His Widow. 


Mixture of White and Black, and a Rem- 
iniseence of Slave Days. 


The trial ofa somewhat remarkable case 
was in progress to-day in Judge Thayer’s 
room of the Circuit Court. Ellen Molair sued 
the Union Depot Company for a dower inter- 
est insome real estate occupied by the cor- 
poration. She isa colored woman, and her 
husband, Frank Molair, was a white map. 
He died in February, 1879, and seems 


to bave been possessed of considerable pro- 
erty, which came to him b = vga eri 
og the time he was married to the plaiatiff in 
the present suit. Mr. John McGaffey appeared 
for Mrs. Molair, and Major Lucien Eaton for 
the Union Depot Company. Strong objec- 
tion was made to the testimony of the woman 
touching the marriage on the ground that’ 
where one party to a civil contract is dead the 
surviving party cannot testify as to the validi- 
ty of the contrag. The objection, how- 
ever, was overruRd, the _ statute not 
applying in cases like the one on trial. When 
rs. Molair was put on the stand she gavea 
very straightforward and honest account of 
her bistery, holding her own at every pvint 
under a long and most searching cross-exam- 
ination. She.is about thirty years of age, isa 
bright mulatto, dresses with cansiderable 
neatness and taste, and is altogether a prepos- 
sessing looking woman., She said she was 
born in Jackson, Mississippi, and that her 
father was a white man famed Perkins, and 
that: he was the owner. of _ her 
mother. Her mother had been married 
twice and her father owned both the hus- 
bands. When she, the plaintiff, was born her 
father declared her to be free and she was 
given some education and treated with some 


attention. 
HER MOTHER 

was the daughter of a French white woman 
and a colored man and had been born free but 
went off to travel with the family of the plain- 
tiff and when she came back she was compel- 
led to live as aservant. Continuing to speak of 
her own history, the witness said she went to 
Texas with her half-sister, her father’s own 
daughter by marriage towards the close 
of the war, taking with them 150 slaves, which 
they tried to save, but which were soon freed. 
When only 14 years of age she went to Colum- 
bia, Texas, and taught a colored school for a 
living. Then she went back to Mississippi 
and taught schoola year, after which she 
came to live in St. Louis, where she continued 
to live till 18738, when she .was 
married to Frank Molair by a 
Catholic priest in a house 
on Morgan street. “She could not remember 


the priest’s name and had lost the certificate | 


he gave her, but she knew he wore a: long 
black coaj, had on a white necktie, and hada 
red bean. A vood many people were at the 
wedding, and all of them white and the invit- 
ed guests of her husband except one or two of 
her speciul colored friends. 

Her whole testimony was so interesting and 
given with such guilelessness and 
childish simplicity that the jury became un- 
usually attentive, every man leaning forward 
eagerly to catch all that was said. 

he defense Rot on only three witnesses, 
two of whom said Molair had told them during 
his lifetime that he was not really married to 
the plaintiff; but the other said Molair had 
always, when speaking to him of her, called 
her his wife. The case went tothe jury at 3 
o’clock this afternoon.

He spent several days 
laboring in the hospitals and ministering to 
the wants of the wounded and homeless. He 
is fresh to-day from the scene of the disaster. 
A representative of the PosT-DISPATCH met 
him this morning shortly after his arrival and 
obtained from him the followingjstatement rel- 
ative to the condition of affairs out there. Mr. 


W. said: 
‘‘The condition of the sufferers by the late 


eyclone.is sad in the extreme. While the 
people in various sections of the country have 
sent money and provisions with a libera; 
hand, the necessities of those people have 
been and are still so great that the means of 
relief have fallen short of their 
imperative needs. No tongue nor pen can 
describe the utter ruin that has been visited 
upon Marshfield and its citizens. From the 
accounts whieh have appeared in the pepers 
no one can form any ideaof the suffering and 
loss to property caused by that terri- 
ble — visitation. A large proportion of 
the people in Marshfield were com- 


paratively poor, having ne ning 
except their little homes,and these were com- 
pletely swept away, leaving in many instances 
scarcely a vestige. The survivors of this dis- 
aster are thus thrown upon the world without 
homes, shelter, food or clothing, and are en- 
tirely dependent on the charity of 
the public. The neighboring towns 
have responded nobly to the appeals for aid. 
Physicians and nurses from Springtield, Car- 
thage, Bolivar, Lebanon and Rolla have been 
in constant attendance on the wounded in the 
hospital and in the _ private houses. 
There are now about thirty-five or 
hospital, and 
nearly as Many more are accommodated in 
private houses that were not destroyed. The 
wounded without exception have had the 
best of care and treatment. There are several 
of them, however, ina very critical condition, 
and it is highly probable that there will be 
‘eight or ten more deaths. There have 
been three deaths quring the last two days 
the latest being the wife of Hon. L. Rush, who 
died yesterday morning. She was soseriously 
injured that the amputation of one limb be- 
came necessary, and she survived the opera- 
tion only two days. 

‘To make matters worse,’’ continued Mr. 
Williams, *“‘the measles and erysipelas have 
broken out in the hospital and may cause the 
deuth of several of the wounded, who might 
otherwise have recovered. Several tents 
have been sent
